Summary: 
ON CERTAIN VEHICLES, THE SIDE IMPACT SEAT-BOLSTER AND CURTAIN SIDE 
AIRBAGS MAY INADVERTENTLY DEPLOY. THIS CONDITION CAN OCCUR IF THE 
DOOR FOR THAT SIDE OF THE VEHICLE IS CLOSED WITH A HIGH RATE OF FORCE 
WHILE THE VEHICLE'S IGNITION IS IN THE '01V' POSITIOIV OR WITHIN 90 SECONDS 
OF TURNING THE IGNITION KEY FROM THE 'ON' POSITION TO THE 'OFF'POSITION. 



Consequence: 
IF THE SIDE INIPACT SEAT-BOLSTER AND CURTAIN SIDE AIRBAGS 
INADVERTENTLY DEPLOY, THEY COULD CAUSE PERSONAL INJURY IF AN 
OCCUPANT IS SEATED ON THE SAME SIDE OF THE VEHICLE AS THE DOOR THAT IS 
CLOSED WITH A HIGH RATE OF FORCE. UNTIL THE REPAIR HAS BEEN 
PERFORMED, IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT A MINIMAL FORCEISPEED BE USED TO 
CLOSE THE DRIVER AND PASSENGER DOORS OR CLOSING THE DOORS AFTER 90 
SECONDS HAVE ELAPSED FROM TURNING THE IGNITION KEY FROM THE 'ON' TO 
THE 'OFF' POSITION. 

Remedy: 
DEALERS WILL REPLACE THE TWO SIDE IMPACT AIRBAG SENSORS AND INSTALL 
A URETHANE PAD nu THE FRONT DOORS, IF NECESSARY, FREE OF CHARGE. THE 
RECALL IS EXPECTED TO BEGIN DURING EARLY NOVEMBER 2006. OWNERS MAY
